Alves'ssid :—My Lora 
Bishop, ladies and gentlemen. As pre- 
sident of the Club Lusitano it behoves me 
to welcomo:you here upon such an aua- 
picious occasion, J have no desire to 
inflict myself on you with a long address, 
and will therefore proceed at once to fulfil 
that part of ‘the agreeable duty allotted to 
me by valling upon my friend, Consul 
Leiria, to address this distinguished | 
gathering. : 

The Right Rev. Bishop Pozzoni snid 
that before Consul General Leiris address- 
“ed thegathering he wouldask them to permit’ 
himto say afew words, He wished to ex 
press the great pleasuro it was for him to be 
present and preside at a function so 
Pleasarit. to 'ihem all.

years. - We have been aad spondihrifts 
in the matter of our woods and forests. 
President Roosevert has already ‘drown 
attention in one of his volaminous mes- 
sages. to Congress to the vanishing 
foresta of the United States and: he 
drives homethe seriousness of the situa- 
tion by pointing othe ‘calamities which 
have befallen Norther China through 
the denudation of vast tracts of once 
fertile country through the reckless 
destruction of the forests. Experts 
declare that the world will be face 


| to face.with a serious timber famine 


thirty years from now if steps are not 
quickly taken. to remedy thé present 
eyil condition of things. Scandinavia, 
Russia and other continental states are 
already complaining of an exhans- 
tion “of their once superb timber 
supplies. As for the United States 
they are depleting their soft-wood 
forests so rapidly that at the pre- 
sent ‘rate of consumption they, will 
be used up in about thirty years, while 
their hardwood: forests will be finished 
in about fifteen years.. The pitch pine 
‘of the Southern -States, so largely used 
in Great Britain at present, will; in 
about twenty iyears, be practically ex- 
shausted too. The Iatest estimate of 
standing timber now available in the 
United States is about 1,284 billion feet 
of board measure; their consumption 
last year was forty million feet of board 
measure (value over £160,000,000), 


hence forty upon -1,285 gives a period | 


of about thirty-two years as. the extreme 
limit of’ duration, Dr... Fexxow, © of 
Toronto University, head of the Forestry 
Department of Canada, bas estimated 
the whole of the commercial forests of 
Canada at about 300 million acres, 
instead of 800 million, as is generally 
supposed. The forests of * Esatern 
Canada suitable for the European mar- 
ket are about eighty-soven million acres 
in oxterit in Quebec, Nova Scotia, and 
New Brunswick. A large portion of 
‘these are quite ‘inaccessible. -The por- 
‘tion already accessible has during the 
past fifty years been’ very much cat 
down and depleted for the Enropean 
market, besides ‘being greatly damaged 
and. destroyed by fires, and its supply 
cannot last more than about twenty 
years.

To. start the schemé on any-, 
thing like'’s proper scale, however, will 
require a good deal of capital and thie 
money could only be obtained by means 
of a public loan. Mr. Lroxp-Gzonoz 
has quite as much on his hands at 
present, we imaging, in trying toarrange 
his, Budget.for the next financial year, 
to lave time to take up the echéme 
seriously, bat. we do hope that. his 
sucressor-at the Treasury will tise. to

1 Rioting took place at, Mosul en January’ 
th, in consequonca of the arrest of a soldier 
for melesting & woman. His comrades 
attacked the guard-house and released the 

iseners, who began pillaging the town. 
A great Sheikh and hig family and servants 
were massacred, and. seventy soldiers and 
inhabitants were killed and injured. Five 
battalions of treops from Erzinjan have 
beeh ordered to Mosul. : : 

The book of the Gorman Count Konnigs- 
marck, who has recently returned from 
India, has boon‘ published. It is dedicated 
to Lady Blood. The author eatols British 
wale in India and praises the unselfishness 
and integrity of the officials and the oxcel- 
tence of the native tro. ps. 


Tho.P. and O. Mooltan was oné of the 
Yast vessels to pass through (he Straita of 
Messina before the earthquake. When 
the vessel was in the Strits there wasa 
tremendous downpour of rain, and the 
Captain stopped the vessel for a short time, 
as nothing could bo seen shead. The 
thankfulness on the part of the paysengera 
may imugined when they learned at 
Port Said of the torriblo disuster, which 
thoy had fortunately escaped by about one 
and 6 half hours. 

A ascrious strike trouble has occurred ab 
the Broken Hill Proprietary Mino in New 
South Wales. Fickets attacked a waggon 
of provisions going to the mine, which was 
escorted hy troops. Thirty arrcats wero 
made, including ‘lom Mann.
